It is probably true that a part- 
1 me administrator in a munici¬ 
pality such as ours can reach the 
point of mental and physical ex¬ 
haustion as he attempts to sat¬ 
isfy all “hands” in the matter of 
continuing public service on an 
ever more demanding basis and 
at the same time restraining in¬ 
creased costs lo the taxpayer. The 
taxpayer’s burden is a personal 
involvement but the total com¬ 
munity involvement is confronted 
by even greater insurmountable 
impasses. 

Momentary optimism appears 
at times to curtail the stigma of 
pessimism caused by our ever 
increasing tax burden whether 
that burden falls from a local, 
state, or federal source. This op¬ 
timism may be promulgated by 
the advent of new political per¬ 
sonalities on the scene who prom¬ 
ise reductions, and sometimes do, 
hut final inventory indicates some 
form of procrastination was fol¬ 
lowed by a cutback in service, in¬ 
creased costs due to expensive 
obsolesence, or just simple failure 
to meet added demands. Another 
form of optimism could be the re¬ 
sult of a more abstract policy de¬ 
signed to relieve our burden. Such 
a plan presented itself in the 
guise of 100% assessed valua¬ 
tions. There were those who were 
hopeful That such a re-evaluation. 
J-:s intent was, in effect, to satisfy 
State requirements and to prod¬ 
uce a more realistic tax rate. 

It is 410 secret that tax burdens 
were not lowered if services con¬ 
tinued in the face of a devolved 
monetary standard. Our Town did 
increase its total service during 
the past year and we are includ¬ 
ing new proposed sewer facilities, 
new roads, and a new bridge. Of 
course they are-not-installed but 
appropriations have been made. 
These expenditures do not mepn

that we have purchased thf “full 
; package” and that satisfaction 
has been granted for an indefinite 
period. Capital units show wear 
land.must he replaced, new plans 
require udded'expenses, and 1971 
! presents additional problems. 

So for 1971 your administration 
must provide guidance for your 
decisions on next year’s appro- 
; priations. The “leg work” in this 
! guidance becomes the burden of 
an untiring Finance Board. Part 
of the intent of this editorial is 
to alert you briefly to some of 
the decisions facing that group 
and eventually all of us. 

I am not allowed space to pre¬ 
sent all these problems and per¬ 
haps you wouldn’t have patience 
to hear them. Let’s consider some 
of them together. 

Suggested expenditures to pro¬ 
vide continued safety for us 
should have priority. These in¬ 
volve six additional patrolmen, a 
new ambulance, radar and radio 
equipment, a bonus for patrolmen 
versed in photography and finger¬ 
printing, a career incentive for 
policemen, cruiser replacement, 
and a new police .station. 

The D.P.W., sponsor requests 
for replacement of trucks and 
accessory equipment, a new build¬ 
ing to house this equipment, sew¬ 
erage lines on Main St., Meadow 
Ave., and Belmont Ave., engin¬ 
eering costs for sewer installa¬ 
tion in the Cole more St., area, 
Ridgeway Dr., and Meadow St., 
areas, new water lines on Garden, 
Silver, Corey and North St.,; 
drainage of certain streets; 
dredging of areas between School 
and Leonard St., and River Rd., 
in the vicinity of St. John’s Field; 
dredging of a brook from the 
Southgate Shopping Plaza to 
Adams St., and the reconstruc¬ 
tion of Rowley and North Sts. 

Parks and Playgrounds would 


propose a new building at Shea’s 
Field; a new tractor and truck; 
development of Borgatti Field; a 
maintenance man and a secretary. 

Our Fire Dept., requests a new 
1000 gal. pumper. Reluctance to 
replace obsolete equipment on a 
schedule assures added mainten¬ 
ance expense and depreciation. 

The Sidewalk and Safety Com¬ 
mission would need nearly $40,- 
000 to provide sidewalks on Pop¬ 
lar, Shoemaker, School Sts. This 
group suggests improved traffic 
lights at O’Brien’s Corner and the 
Rowley-Cooper intersection. 

The various Commissions and 
Committees all seek appropria¬ 
tions to carry out respective pro¬ 
posals. The Industrial Commis¬ 
sion needs operating funds. Cap- , 
ital Budget Committee would 
suggest adding $100,000 to our 
Stabilization Fund. The Beautifi¬ 
cation and Conservation Groups 
need funds to provide progress. 

Add to all these the established 
costs for a new school, County 
taxes, Community Health, Youth 
Commission, etc., and we have a 
great deal to think about. 

Actually increased expenditures 
never seem to end. We in ad¬ 
ministration are continuously 
confronted with getting an al¬ 
ready approved job completed be¬ 
fore the estimated cost is too low 
to meet the current costs which 
have been increased by an in¬ 
flated dollar. 

What does your family budget 
demand? Either you hope for in¬ 
creased income in relationship to 
this added tax burden, or you are 
willing to accept some curtail¬ 
ment in expenditures. The Fi¬ 
nance Committee has the thank¬ 
less job of “taking that pulse.”

Employers Urged 
Issue W-2s Early 


The Internal Revenue Service 
is issuing an ap]>eal to all em¬ 
ployers in New England and New 
York, including state, city and 
town officials, to issue withhold¬ 
ing Forms W-2 to their employ¬ 
ees early in January. 

IRS also revealed it is making 
the same appeal to banks, brok¬ 
erage firms, insurance companies 
and others who issue dividend 
Form 1099. 

The appeals are being made so 
IRS can send an estimated eight 
million taxpayers, due refunds, 
their checks earlier, and simul¬ 
taneously reduce processing costs 
at its Service Center in Andover, 
Massachusetts. 

Although the law requires 
Forms W-2 issued by January' 31, 
IRS said it is making the appeal 
in the interest of economy. Tax¬ 
payers must have their Form W- 
2 and/or Form 1099 to properly 
make out their return.

Each year 
Bill and his wife, Ellen, travel 
the 2400 miles to the northern 
training area. They usually leave 
in July and return in October. 
The last part of December they 
leave for the south and usually 
wind up in one of three states, 
Georgia, Mississippi or Tenn. 
Bill also maintains training- 
quarters in these areas. He 
trains dogs during this period 
for trials that commence in 
March and run through June.

New Federal 

Tax Farm Due 

Employers not liable for social 
security taxes, such as state and 
local government agencies, and 
organizations exempt under sec¬ 
tion 5Ul(c) (3) of the Internal 
Revenue Code will soon be re¬ 
ceiving information on a revised 
quarterly Federal tax return, it 
was announced today by the In¬ 
ternal Revenue Service. 

The new form, 94 IE, is to be 
applied to tax period alter De¬ 
cember 31, 1970, the IRS added, 
and will be used for reporting tax 
withheld for the first quarter 1971 
and each quarter thereafter. It 
omits tax line items and sched¬ 
ules for social security tax. 

The IRS also reminded exempt 
organizations that have not waiv¬ 
ed their exemption from social 
security coverage, or those re¬ 
quiring further assistance, to con¬ 
tact their IRS office.
